1 LONDON, Oct. 28.—When some years 
ago TJpton Sinclair, in his book "The 
Jungle." exposed to the world the filthy 
methods of American slaughter and pack- 
Ing houses, the people of England held up 
their hands in horror and thanked the 
Lord that no such scandalous state of af- 
fairs would ever be tolerated In England. 
When pure food laws were adopted in 
America and other foreign countries tho 
same peoplo again felt thankful that they 
were living in a country where honesty 
Is the chief asset of every business man 
and whero adulteration oJ food is un- 
known. 


Since then a Pure Food and Health So- 


ciety of Great Britain has been formed 
and has proved that nearly everything 
we eat is adulterated and now we are 
suddenly shocked at the discovery that 
'What England noods most today is 
: British Sinclair to strlko fear into tha 
' hearts of tho men who handle our daily 
roast beef. 


So serious are the discoveries made by 


ithe above named society In regard to the 
filthy conditions of most meat sold in 
Great Britain that the whole matter will 
be discussed in tho House of' Commons 
within tho next -week or two. 


IF CONSUMER KNEW. 


Alfred Moore, general secretary of the 


'Pure Foofl and Health Society, said to 
'mo a few days ago: 


"If the consumer knew of the manner 


in which tho meat he eats is handled ho

jhaste. Tha conditions under which meat 
is handler! in the markets and exposed for 
sale in nearly every town In England are 
(too nauseating to describe in detail. 


"The contamination first begins In Liv- 


erpool, 
and 
in slaughterhouses where, 


without any regard for cleanliness, men 
^trample unchecked over the carcasses. 
'From Liverpool meat Is brought to the 
'public markst In London for the greater 
part In refrigerator vans. 
Consigned to 


private firms, It often comes in guards' 
vans. It Is carried to tho London mar- 
kets in open vans, driven usually by un- 
cleanly persons, seated on the actual car- 
casses. 
Tho meat itself may be Inade- 


quately protected with muslin, but the 
neck is always exposed and tho shinbone 
generally uncovered. 


"The 
consignments 
aro unloaded by 


men in dirty smocks, and the carrasses 
are 
frequently stacked on an unawflpt 


floor. 
This state of affairs prevails at 


nearly every meat depot. There is great 
laxity at Manchester, Cardiff and Liver- 
pool and Darlington. I myself have seen 
a man carry a newly killed pig, his head 
Inside the body and resting against tho 
kidneys. 


"Now consider the \isual condition In 


shops. Tho meat is hung up In a manner 
that exposes It to dust laden with street 
sweepings. At. Christmas time it is com- 
mon to see prize bullocks hung up which 
nftorwards are cut into sections, and so 
further exposed to floating contamination. 


'The poorer classes are the chief suf- 


ferers from the common .practice prevail- 
ing In all districts, by which cuttings of 
meat, such as chops, steaks, liver and 
kidneys aro exhibited in "cheap" trays 
supported on, trestles at an open window, 
whero they not only lie exposed to all 
manner ot bacilli contained In the dust 
from the streets, but are subjected to 
promiscuous handling by all 
sorts of 


pnssers-by; unclean hands touch the meat 
which Is often smelled and thrown back 
again. To my knowledge, meat is open 
to this handling almost everywhere in 
London." 


LONDON AMUSED.

Thn news that the 
president of 
the 


American genealogical society has dis-

Commenting on the discovery, a Lon- 


don paper writes: "There havo been fa- 
mous Americans who boasted of a strain 
of Indian in them, and there havo been 
many who would have felt some genuine 
humiliation at knowing that royal blood 
flowed in their veins, however largely dis- 
tributed. 
But neither of these senti- 


ments, we think, would easily be found 
in the United States today, and even 
Mr. Rockefeller, who Is probably as in- 
' capable of a romantic thrill as any man 
! alive, may be gratified at the news of 
his noble birth, tl Is perhaps worth not- 
ing that most of us. in all probability, 
have as much of tho Plantagenet in us 
as Mr. Rockefeller is said to have. Every 
rmc of us has more ancestors -vho were 
llvinr in Duke George's time than there 
wero people then living In England, If wo 
only knew who they were, and by this 
time Plantagenet blood must have dis- 
persed itself in one way or another, very 
widely, indeed."

And Here They Are

BERLIN, Oct. 28. — The sudden out- 
break of the Turco-Itallan war undoubt- 
edly stirred up more alarm in the Ger- 
man foreign department than anywhere 
else in Europe. 
At the very moment 
when the Morocco question was on the 
point of being settled a war broke out 
which called back, to life- me dreadful 
spectre of a probable chaos In the Balkan 
peninsula and placed German statesmen 
n the difficult position of choosing be- 
tween two powers, one of which was her 
ally, and the other a state whose friend- 
ship the Kaiser has tried to win 
for 
years, aa his first move In tha struggle 
tor supremacy with England. 
The ghost in the Balkans has been 
aid, driven back underground at least 
temporarily, anfl Italy Is still a member 
of the triple alliance, though she will 
probably try to link her destintes more 
closely to friendly France and out loose 
^rom Austria, whose whole attitude since 
:he outbreak of the war h:is been antag- 
Jnistio and threatening, but in Constan- 
tinople, the Kaiser is no longer looked 
upon aa a friend and the 
efforts of 
years seem wasted. 
No wonder, therefore, that 
German 
diplomatists aro chiefly occupied trying 
to repair as well as possible the political 
damage sustained in. Turkey -without of 
course* trespassing on the extreme sen- 
sitiveness of the still loyal ally at Rome. 
Tha brunt of this work galls upon, the' 
German ambassador to the High Porte' 
Count Marshall von Blebersteln who is 
jelng told from all sides that it devolves 
upon him to clear away the bitterness 
of the Turks by inventing some plaus- 
ble explanation of his 
government's 
double-faced policy and once more con- 
vince the Sick Man that in all Europe he 
ias no more sincere and unselfish friend 
than Germany. 


BANKERS INTERESTED. 
Those who are most vitally Interested, 
:he German bankers and financiers who 
have vast amounts invested in. Turkey 
are said to feel quite confident of tha Am- 


ocks, each rising one-third of the -total 
Uft, to 85 feet above sea level. 


"Imagine, if you can, great floor gates 


seven feet thick, sixty-five feet long; and 
rrom forty-seven to eighty-two feet high.

NO PRAISE TOO GREAT. 


"No praise can ba too great for the 


spirit of scientific resolution which the 
Americans have infused into the work. 
The Canal Zone Itself. has been turned 
into an absolutely new country. In the 
old days the district was rife with fe- 
ver and tropical disease. 
:Now it is as 


healthy as spot ,as can be found on the 
continent. 
All the workers have been 


excellently, housed and looked after, and 
under the regime of Colonel Goethals, -who 
has had the direction of the undertaking, 
the workmen have been kept in goad 
tune, and have shown the utmost will- 
ingness in the face of all sorts of diffi- 
culties. 


"Everyone knows," continued Mr. Dodd, 


"that the predominence of Americans in 
the zone of the canal will add enormously 
to trade in Central America. 
America 


may be expected to develop her interest 
there to the highest degree. 
Of course, 


the effect of the opening of tho canal upon 
shipping Interests generally will be greater 
than anyone 
can conceive at present. 


Kingston, Jamaica, with its splendid har- 
bor, 
is one of the places likely to profit 


most promptly by the influx at ocean- 
going vessels, and the whole of Central 
America will be modernized in a way 
that would be impossible without the ex- 
istence of the canal." 


bassador's ability .to flnd a way, and-claim 
that they are hot the least worried In re- 
gard to either tha future of Germany's 
Turkish trade or to its Oriental railroad 
schemes. 


The present tactics of the German As- 
bassador are directed toward proving to 
tho people of Turkey that Italy, in re- 
lieving them of Tripoli, is playing the 
part of the skilful surgeon, because Tripo- 
li has, after all, always been a very heavy 
drain on Turkish finances. 


If the Villayet passes into Italian pos- 
session the Sultan's government will be 
relieved of this burden, while, if in ad- 
dition, Italy Is willing to pay_ a financial 
compensation, this payment could be made 
to serve as the basis of' a new 1 Turkish 
loan. If Germany, in. the role of peace- 
maker, should bring about such a set- 
tlement, it Is suggested, the resentment 
now felt in certain circles In Constanti- 
nople might speedily disappear. 
It seems rather a nlty, though, that 
so far the Sick Man does not appear to 
enjoy this exhibition of modern interna- 
tional surgery. 


FORCE IN MEDITERRANEAN. 


There is nothing strange In the fact 
under existing circumstances! that Europe 
is treated to a. revival of the hardy per- 
ennial rumor that Germany intends to 
establish a permanent naval force in the 
Mediterranean. 


Hardly a year passes without some 


more or less definite assertion of this sort 
being made, but. there is no indication yut 
that Germany intends to depart from the 
general principle laid down in the .navy 
law of 1900—that of concentration in hoins 
waters. There are, of course, a few Ge.~- 
man cruisers on oversea service, but of 
these there are. only ten all told, two on 
tho China station, being armored ves- 
sels. 


That there is no immediate Intention of 
bringing about n change in existing policy 
is proved by the half-yearly statement 
of the distribution .of the fleet just issued 
by the Marine department. 
This docu- 
ment, which covers the period to April, 
1912, 
makes no mention of any force for 
the Mediterranean beyond the old sloop 
Loreley, the • stationnaire at Constanti- 
nople. 


SUSPICION STRONG. 


The feeling cf bitterness and suspicion 
against England In • Germany has been 
greatly strengthened by' n, rumor which 
has reached Berlin from- Copenhagen stat- 
ing that not very long ago the British 
government asked the government of Den- 
mark, if, in case of war, England -would 
be permitted to • land troops In Denmark 
and Invade Germany from the .north. The 
reply of the Danish government was, of 
course, that under no circumstances would 
Denmark think of permitting such a thing, 
and that in case of war the country would 
maintain the strictest neutrality and de-- 
fend it'to the utmost. 
The rumor, absurd though it appears 
to be, is said to emanate from a very high 
Danish official, and finds general cre- 
dence here. 
. 


Even papers that have heretofore been 
friendily to England are n"ow beginning to 
feel aJarmed, and the Berlin- Tageblatt, 
a. former firm advocats of German friend- 
ship with England, writes on a recent is- 
sue that the time has come when1 Ger- 
many cannot afford to be satisfied with 
friendly English speeches, but must in- 
sist on friendly acts.,

man acts, and Englishmen will be great- 
ly mistaken if they imagine that Eng-

DRIVEN INTO BACKGROUND.' 
The cause of universal arbitration and 
the reduction of armaments,: the .pacific 
radical Vlssiche.

The only les- 
son that the. great powers can learn 'from 
the war is that of .reliance :on their own 
strength. The situation would have been 
very different had Turkey'possessed six 
Dreadnaughts. 


Belgium and Germany are about to con- 
sider an agreement with reference to the 
construction of a new international line 
of railroad between the two countries 
Tho proposed line will run from Louvain 
to Aix-la-Chapelle. In Belgium the pro- 
ject is viewed with some suspicion as it 
will undoubtedly facilitate tho entry of 
Gentian troopa into Belgium in the ev-nt 
of hostilities. 
The Liege Express writes 
vehemently against the construction of 
the railroad,' and declares that if the 
Belgium government agrees to the scheme 
it will be guilty of treason to Belgian in- 
terest:

"In the plans of the German General 
Staff," writes this organ, "the new line 
would serve as a rapid means of invading 
Belgium,. and- It is for that reason that 
Germany proposes 
that

should be at the important junction of 
Aix-la-Chapelle. It would be in vain to 
mine the bridges and other works on tha 
proposed line,^because the German caval- 
ry would occupy the strategic points be- 
fore tha Belgian troops could intervene. 
"Waat.would be the value of tha forts on 
the Meuse to protect the entry by- this 
route? 
Everybody is aware tnat the 
guns in these works have not the effi- 
cacy which they are supposed to possess. 
The bridge at Vise, for Instance, is quite 
beyond their range, and If the proposed 
railroad is built within four years ,the 
road to Brussels and .Antwerp will be 
open to the Germany army," • 


IGNORES PROPOSALS. 
Belgium has not hitherto accepted these 
proposals, - because, the routes suggested 
by the German - engineers have always' 
presented the appearance of being se- 
lected for strategic rather than r.ommpr- 
cial purposes. |The imperial government 
apparently considers the present moment 
opportune for again raising this question, 
which is certain to be fiercely contested 
in Belgium. 
• 
. 


In connection with this matter It is 
interesting to note that the French gov- 
ernment, is at present supplementing the 
'wireless telegraphic communications be- 
tween tho forts on the eastern frontier 
by a complete 
system of underground 
wires. Thirty years ago a system of sub- 
terranean telegraph lines were installed 
along the whole frontier, but after a time 
they were abandoned, and a . few years 
since wireless communication was estab- 
lished. In view of the .ease with which 
these.i could be Interrupted In time of 
war, the French'military authorities have 
deemed it prudent to restore the under- 
ground wires, and M. Quiennec, principal 
inspector of telegraphs, who has a large 
experience of this work, has been put in 
charge of the new installation. 
Already 
three large bodies of engineers are en- 
gaged hi the neighborhood of Toul, Lune- 
ville and Verdun repairing the old lines 
and replacing them.where necessary. The 
work will be completed before t?«j end 
of the present yeaiy

De Charette entered the Papal service 
from the Austrian army as captain of a 
Franco-Belgian company, which was the 
nucleus of the famous Zouaves. 
At the 
battle of Castelfldaro he recognized, with 
the enemy, a Piedmontese captain with 
whom he had been at the military acade- 
my of Turin. A duel was decided upon 
and fought In the presence of the two 
armies. De Charette being slightly wound- 
ed. Then he went into action and was 
wounded again. 
With his Zouaves, ho 
performed prodigies of valor in the de • 
fense of Borne, and when Rome fell, went 
to France, and, rallying his Zouaves about 
him again, offered his services agajnst 
the Germans. 
The Zouaves, with De 
Charette at their head, were the heroes 
of the day at Lolgny, where after long 
hours of desperate fighting in the bitter 
cojid they made a last vain attempt to 
stem the German pursuit and prevent the 
total rout-of the French army. De Char- 
ette was shot in the spine, and mora 
than a hundred of his Souaves were 
killed. 
All his. life/ t*^« Baron awaited * the re- 
turn of the rrvtfarchy. 
He was twice 
married, first io Antoinette de Fitzjamcs

PARIS, Oct. 2S.—The feeling- Is spreafl. 


ing in France that the Turco-Italian war 
Is only the gentle prelude of a great Eu- 
ropean war next spring, a war which will 
play havoc with the states and empires 
of Europe, and materially change the po- 
litical map of the continent. 


The long squabble over Morocco has 


brought forth a mighty wave of patriot- 
ism in France. 
The whole nation con- 


demns the statesmen who were willing 
to cede French territory in Africa to 
Germany. The idea of giving up a single 
square mile of Congo to the arch enemy 
across the Vosges Is considered atrocious 
by French patriots, who remember that 
the way to the Congo was sown with 
thorns and tombs and that hundreds of 
French families have left their beloved 
dead beneath the ^burning sun of the col- 
ony. 
The expeditions of De Brazza. re- 


sulted In great loss of life through disease 
and fighting with the natives and it is 
unthinkable that the son, the brother, 
perhaps the husband whose remains ara 
buried in the Congo, should become a 
posthumous German. 


The people of France, or at least th« 


older generation, have seen and remember 
the horrors of war and dread the prospect 
of fresh battles with the Kaiser's troops, 
but at the same time they arc{ ready to 
fight rather than cede new colonies to In- 
crease the strength of the empire that li 
crushing out French language and feel-' 
Ings In Alsace-Lorraine. 


TRAVELERS' -SYNDICATE. 


Americans who are in the habit of vis- « 
itlng France will be delighted to hear that 
a "Travelers' Syndicate" has Just been 
formed there to resist the tyranny of the 
French custom house. 


'Nobody quite knows, and very possibly, 


no one will ever know, exactly just what' 
rights the French custom house has. To 
ihe outsider it appears to be a system for 
the collection, of the smallest possible 
amount of money at the greatest possible 
expense by the largest possible number-: 
of the rudest possible officials. The prln-1 
cipal abuse is the knack Frencl? custom 
house officials have of turning passengers 
out of warm trains on to cold platforms to 
have the'hand baggage examined, when it 
would be Just as easy for the officials, 
and much easier for the passengers, if 
the baggage were examined in the train. 


An association is now being founded to 


teach passengers their rights. There Is, 
it appears, a regulation which decrees 
that when trains .have corridor, custom 
house officers shall make their examina- 
tion on board.

but the experiments conducted by M. 
Joubert, professor af agriculture at ~Fon- 
talnbleau, will cause the poultry keepers 
of this county to chant anew the virtues] 
of the national beverage. M. Joubert, as 
becomes one holding his office, is great-! 
ly concerned at the falling off in the pro- 
duction of eggs In France, especially dur-1 
ing tho winter months. Whether It Is 
that the hens have grown lazy or that the 
early hours they keep in the cold pre-' 
vents proper attention to business, the! 
fact remains that the number of pggs laid! 
by French hens has declined In recent' 
years, and there is, in consequence, a 
growing importation'of foreign produce. 


M. Joubert set himself to remedy thin- 


condition of affairs, and seems to have 
been successful. Last. October he select-! 
ed a dozen young hens and divided them, 
into two Indiscriminate lots of six each.' 
Both were fed on exactly the same diet.' 
but to Hie food of one-half dozen there 
was added a dally ration of a glass of 
wine per head. 
The results were sur- 


prising. 
From the hens which got no 


wine M. Joubert had- in October faun 
eggs, in November one, in December none' 
and in January twenty-two. 
; 


The fowls which drank their glass of 


wine dally responded nobly to the stimu- 
lant. In October they produced twenty- 
eight eggs, in November fifty-seven, "in 
December 
forty-four 
and in January 


forty-six, so that the topers showed an. 
excess-of production over the teetotalers' 
of US eggs. 
M. Joubert, unfortunately, 


does not say in his report, which has 
Just been published, what- sort of wine he 
employed in his Interesting experiment.'' 
If he used the best champagne, the cost 
would exceed the profit; but if the stlm;i-: 
lant was the vin ordinaire of the country,1 
which can be bought wholesale for about 
two cents a quart, a new and important 
field of consumption for that article will 
be:; opened up, greatly to tha relief of the 
wiirie growers, who have complained bit-' 
terly In recent years of the decline in 
this sale of their produce. The adminis- 
tration of wine is said to have not only 
increased the output of eggs, but also 
to; have greatly improved their quality. 
a::fact which will prove somewhat dit«r 
concerting to the temperance advocate, !

LONDON, Oct. 2S.—It-now appears 


that tho Morocco war scare led to a 
pood deal of searching of hearts 
smons? tho English military authori- 
ties, and that If the negotiations be- 
tween Prance and Germany had come 
to a quick and belliirerent end Eng- 
land would have been caught In a 
state of unpreparedness almost equal 
to that In which ahe found herself at 
the outbreak of the Boer war. "Won- 
ders have been worked during the 
last two months, however, and yester- 
day a British military expert told the 
writer that England was now ready 
to take the field at any moment. 


Although the war cloud has lifted 


for the time being-, this expert was 
anything- but optimistic about the 
future. The delay, he declared, was 
solely due to strategic reasons on the 
part of Germany. If war were to be- 
g-in now Germany would have to deal 
sing-10 handed with France, England 
and Russia, and if Austria backed her 
up actively. Italy would probably join 
the anti-German coalition, with the 
Idea of avenging defeats and winning 
back her lost provinces. 


LOOKS FOR CRISIS IN "WINTER. 
If the outbreak of hostilities is de- 


• terrfd 
until winter,. however, Russia 


'will be snowbound, and Italy will also 
be prevented from sending- an army 
across the Alps. Tho Balkan states 
also have a grudge against Austria, 
and they, too, would have to deal with 
"General February." My informant, 
therefore, thinks that another and 
more serious crisis may be expected 
In December or January. 


At any rate, England has profited 


by the delay. Immense stores of food, 
clothing and ammunition have been 
accumulated, 
and 
even 
the 
army 
..nurses have been kept busy prepar- 
ing medical and surgical supplies. The 
,plan of campaign has been worked 
out to the last detail, and England 
in ready, within a week of the declara- 
tion of war to throw an army of 120,- 
000 men Into Belguim, where It is ex- 
pected some of the heaviest fighting 
would take place. 
General Sir John French, who rep- 


resented England at the recent French 
army maneuvers, has returned home 
enthusiastic about the French soldier, 
who, he says, is the best fighting man 
Jn Europe. He also has nothing but 
,'praise for the organization of the 
.'French army, and there isn't the 
.slightest Ooubt that he has come to 


'. an understanding with the 
French 


'generals about the military part Eng- 
land will play in the coming struggle. 
The naval side of .the war, of course, 
would be controlled from London. • - 


CHANGE IX BRITISH FEELING. 
It is surprising how British feeling 


on the subject of war wiih Germany 
Jias changed In the last few weeks. 
•Before the Agadir incident there was 
ii. lot of irritation in England against 
•Germany, but tho great majority of 
'Englishmen felt that war .was a thing 
;to be avoided at all costs. Today most 
'Englishmen declare that Germany 
i"has asked for It," and that the safety 
of 
Europe 
demands that she be 


crushed—and the sooner the better. 


There is also the feeling that no 


time Is more favorable than the pres- 
^ent, before the kaiser's great naval 
'program is complete, and while prac- 
tically all the rest of Europe is united 
against Germany and Austria. 


One of. the things that, worries the 


English government is whether or not 
Germany could be made to pay the 
whole cost of the war, not only be- 
cause 
of 
the 
English 
taxpayer's 


pocket, but also because of the hope 
of crippling Germany so effectually 
that she will be kept out of mischief, 
from tlr- English viewpoint, for years 
to come.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—Great Interest -has 


been aroused by the announcement of 
the t early departure of an anthropological 
expedition headed by David Jenness of 
Balliol and organized by Oxford univer- 
sity to the little known Goodenough isl- 
and near the cost of British New Guinea. 


Though there is a mission station on 


the coast the interior has never been 
thoroughly explored, for the reason that, 
ths ono or two attempts already made 
have ended In disaster. The men in the 
Ulterior are given to cannibalism,, and 
this fact adds peril to .the present enter- 
prise. 


It is "one of the newest and least fre-

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ODD MONUMENT 


ENVER, Colo., Oct. 28.—One oC 


the most remarkable of the 
monuments 
xintler control ot 


the national government, the. 
Casa. Grande, near Florence, 
Ariz., has been restored and 
repaired as far as possible 


and an effort wl!l be made .next year to 
provide better facilities for persons wlah- 
insr to visit it. 
Discovered In 1894 by Padre Kino, one 


of the missionaries ecnt to th.« new 
•world by Spain, the Casa Grande is con- 
sidered a. typical structure of the aborig- 
inal natives of the southwest, and it is 
the only structure mentioned by the early 
Spanish explorers that can be checked 
and. interpreted down to the present day. 


It -waa originally an extensive group of 


buildings and no doubt served a consid- 
erable community as a place of defense 
against the wandering tribes of the des- 
ert—ancestors of the warlike Navajos apd 
Apaches. 
The name Casa 
Grande, in 


Spanish meaning "great house," was ap- 
plied originally to the large single struc- 
ture standing In the southwest corner 
of tho area covered by the entire col- 
lection of buildings. 
The total area at 


one time covered with building's is about 
sixty-five acres. 
Mounds and scattered 


debris show where the buildings stood. 


BUILT LIKE A CEMENT HOUSE. 


The building known as Casa Grande 


was one of the.smallest of the structures 
but for some reason its walls remained m 
a much better state of preservation than 
the walls of the larger buildings. 
The 


walls rise to a height of twenty-five feet. 
Tho area covered and inclosed by tne 
standing walls Is forty-three feet by fifty- 
nine feet. 
Evidently the building was 


three stories In height. The mam bul.l- 
InK rose to two stories, but a central tier 
rose another story. 
The construction of the house is unique. 


It is not of adobe, but is what is known 
as "cajon," or puddled clay, molded Into 
walls. 
The cajon, in huge blocks from 


three to five feet long, two feet high, and 
from three to four feet thick, was man- 
ufactured on the spot, much as cement 
makers manufacture the material lor 
moflern cement houses. Walls made of 
cajon are even harder than adobe, and, 
as long as there is a roof on the structure, 
made of such material the wind and rain 
:havo little effect. 
Without a project ng 


root tho cajon will wear down gradually. 
It is by this process that most of the 
buildings near the Casa Grande have been 


^"BRICK^USED-IN RESTORING IT. 


After an extended Investigation and re- 


port by scientists in the employ of the 
'government, It was decided to brace up 
:tho tottering walls with brick. Most at 
the bad effects of erosion -were visible at 
the base of the walls, the falling water 


from heavy rainstorms having eaten, great 
holes close to the ground. The northeast 
and southeast corners had fallen and 
large blocks of cajon were .strewn a,bout 
the ground. Other walls were tottering, 
and It was unsafe to come 'near the 
structure. 
. 


Masons were set at work and braced up 


the walls with brick, detracting some- 
what from the appearance of the build- 
ing1, but preserving, the remains for fu- 
ture generations. A corrugated Iron roof 
was put over the entire structure as a 
laet resort.

PRIMITIVE SORT OF* ARCHITECTURE. 


The construction of the Casa Grande is 


exceedingly primitive. 
The building is 


not exactly rectangular, nor does 'it face 
the cardinal points, as so many have 
claimed. 
The exterior walls rise to a 


height of twenty to twenty-five feet, while 
the Interior walls are from twenty-eight 
to thirty feet high. The exterior of the 
biulding is in the rough, but the interior 
is smoothly finished. The outer walls 
are from three and one-naif to flve feet 
thick, and undoubtedly were used for de- 
fense. The interior walls' are from three 
to four feet thick at tha base. At the 
top all the'walls taper to a thickness of 
two feet. 


The measurements seldom agree, the 


joists 
are 
seldom straight, and these 


facts, in connection with the varying 
thickness of the walls, indicate that the 
building was constructed by a people with 
primitive Ideas about architecture. 


The building Is well provided .with door- 


ways and other openings in pairs, one 
above the other. Thero are doorways from 
each room into, each adjoining room, but 
the rooms of the middle <t3er can'be en- 
tered only from the eaat. 
This haa giv- 


en rise to the 
theory that the Casa 


Grande was Inhabited by sun worshipers, 
but this theory has nothing else to sub- 
stantiate it. 
The floors were made of 


beams three inches In diameter/ covered 
with a layer of rushes and then clay. 
; 


There are fourteen rooms in the ground 


floor plan of what Is known as Clan 
House A, and evidently. this structure, 
like the main building, rose ot a height 
of two or three stories. There are thirty- 
six rooms In the ground plan, of the 
large compound known as Compound B. 
the surrounding walls of which are 300 
feet long by 165 feet across. 


The buildings of the Casa Grande.must 


have. presented an Imposing; eight, rising 
from the sterile Arizona ."plain. .It is be- 
lieved that 'this region- was at. one time 
well watered but the gradual encroach- 
ment of tha-desert led to Its abandon- 
ment, like many other aboriginal com- 
munities In the southwest.

Granting that 
this be true, during the past year there 
has been considerable change in senti- 
ment among the rank and file of the 
Republicans all over the country with 
regard to the President. 
This remarkable reversal of senti- 


ment is not without cause. The chief

for 
tho President's present 
popularity is that he has adopted a 
course and advanced measures which 
have convinced the majority of Repub- 
licans that he is acting in good faith, 
and endeavoring 
to 
carry out the 


pledges his party made to secure his 
election. 
When the Republican national com- 


•mlttee meets in Washington in Decem- 
ber to determine the time and place 
of the next convention it will also have

It 
is always the custom to have two dele- 
gates for every voteVin the electoral:

tbe territories'. The electoral college 
has as many votes as there are 'sena- 
tors and representatives.

the territories and two for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the number, of .dele- 
gates at the next national convention, 
will be 1072.

will refuse to accept. 
The recent differences between Col- 
onel Roosevelt and President Taft re- 
garding the throwing open of lands on 
Controller Bay, Alaska, for entry, has 
been used Jn an effort to show that 
the former President -would exert his 
influence to prevent the nomination of 
Taft.

REINDEER TO BE FACTOR IN REDUCING COST OF 


PACIFIC. COAST, IS OME FOND HOPE 


WASHINGTON,

reindeer will be an important factor in 
lowering the high prices of meat on the I 
Pacific coast, and that meat shippers^ are i 
already beginning to feel the decrease .In 
demand for beef in AJaslra, Js tbe state- 
ment made by Dr. Jainea.A. Holmes, di- 
rector -of the 'bureau of. mines, who has 
just returned from a two months' trip In 
the niost northern territory of the United 
State's.

A great future. Is open to the Eskimos 


and other settlers in the valleys of Alas-, 
ka, is Dr. Holmes' opinion, for the land 
Is unusually .fertile, and the' reindeer 
herds are ab\e to withstand the cold win- 
ter 
and subsist on moss where cattle 


would starve. 


When the Controller ' bay controversy 
was' at its height Dr. Holmes left Wash- 
ington to Inspect the coal region under 
dispute In order to determine the advis- 
ability of 'working mines Sn that region. 
He was later joined by Secretary Fisher, 
who spent three days with the party. The 
result of .the Investigation has not been 
made public.

REINDEER INCREASING RAPIDLY. 
"The reindeer were the most, interest- 
ing things we encountered," said Dr. 
Holmes today. "Thousands of these ani- 
mals are now In Alaska and. are multi- 
plying rapidly. .The Eskimos and others 
who own them find th.em indispensable 
for food and useful for transportation of 
their produce. The meat of the reindeer 
Is used extensively for food in the cities, 
and it is said to be as good as" the best 
beef.

"Unfortunately I did not have an op- 
portunity to eat any, so have to rely on 
what others tell me .of the Savon .Al-

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"Thre Is a great future for those who 
raise reindeer for the market, for these 
animals are able to live through the win- 
ter on food that they forage from bo- 
neath the snow. No matter how deep the 
snow" Is the reindeer dig down with their 
hoofs and-antlers to get the lichen moss, 
their chief food. 


PRODUCE GROWS FAST. 


"Although the season for crops is short, 


the climate is so favorable that the pro- 
duce that is now being raised there at- 
tains full growth. In the valleys, protect- 
ed from the~ cold, winds,' the vegetation is 
so luxuriant that It reminds me of the 
vegetation in tropical countries. At some 
places the grass reaches to a man's head 


when he Is or a horse. They are now 
experimenting to see what produce can 
be raised in Alaska which will grow to 
advantage m the short season. 


"The long period of sunlight makes up 


somewhat for the short season. "We took 
a picture one day about S o'clock at night 
when the sun was shining, and it is pos- 
sible to read in that section of--the coun- 
try in the. twilight at 9:30 o'clock.

Publication of the Marriage 


Bans. 


TOPEKA, Kan.. Oct. 21.—Are long en- 


gagements as Imd as'too short ones? !n 
a o.uestion being seriously discussed by 
Kansas probate 
Judges and ministers. 


Ought there to be a. law prohibiting- young 
people from marrying, after being en- 
gaged less than a. month, and ought not 
the law provide that, after an engagement 
of. five or six months, the knot must be 
tied at once or the engagement declared 
off? are other questions which the Kansas 
probate judges will discuss at their an- 
nual meeting. 


'.TuiJg-a D. A. McCandlcss, probate Judge 


oC Sedgwick county, has propounded the 
two propositions, and It Is probable the 
next legislature will be asked to enact a 
law requiring the publishing ot engage- 
ment notices, and that the weddings shaU 
be solemnized within a definite time af- 
ter the announcement. 


"The chief need In contracting the mar- 


riage relation Is that both young people 
understand each other," said Judge"Mc- 
Candless, In discussing his proposal. "Peo- 
ple ought not to undertake 
matrimony 


without their eyes open. One of the chief 
reasons for so many divorces and separa- 
tions is a lack of understanding of each 
of the contracting parties. 


"If -I could now, I would stop every 


marriage on sight that comes to me, and 
I get a. lot of them and nearly every one 
of these marriages is.a failure. 


"Love at first sight Is generally a fall- 


tire, and marriage of thla sort Is about 
as bad for society as could be Imagined. 


"The long engagement is pretty nearly 


as bad as the too short one. The average 
engagement Is too long. The young folk 
seem to think that an engagement of a 
year or so Is absolutely necessary. My 
experience as probate Judge leads me to 
believe that a too long engagement is 
just about as disastrous as a short one 
and both ought to be discouraged. 
If 


the young man and "woman cannot be 
married within flve months, they ought 
to declare all negotiations off • and begin 
over." 


The question of requiring the publishing 


of marriage banns before the wedding has 
been agitated in Kansas for two years. 
So many "hurry-up" weddings, for no 
particular reason except that it was "lov'e 
at first sight," have proved failures that 
sociologists of the state have urged the 
legislature at the two' last sessions to 
enact £ law requiring the publication of 
the engagement at least a month before 
the wedding.

"This Is evident,"-says one writer, "from 


the frequency with which the Chinese ^formerly applied 
the epithets 'red haired barbarians' and 'red haired 
Cevils ' to the English. The Danes of early times were 
s despised people, largely due, it is claimed, to the 
jjrevalence of reddish hair among them. The Bra.hmins 
were forbidden to marry red haired women, which 
Ishows that even religious sects were guilty of the gen- ' 
«ral tendency to confound moral with physical attH-. 
•butes.

While authors in ^he past have, persistently ignored 


the charms of the red haired woman, it has been quite 
different in the case of artists. 
The most prominent 


painter of auburn haired women is the great Tiziano 
Vecelli, generally known as Titian. 
He, U\ seems, was 


t!ie first to recognize tho color value of tno white flesh, 
red lips, and " live " hair of this type of woman. But, 
more important than the fact that he recognized tho 
peculiar beauty of this shade, is that he left'his artistic 
name to supersede " carroty," " red headed," " brick 
topped," and other terms of opprobrium which are"ap- 
parently as old as the prejudice against this color of 
hair Itself.

Some "Brilliant Headed" Stars. 


The theater, a. field in which physical attraction plays 


a most important part, has not a few red haired stars 
of enviable position. 
There are Mrs. Fiske, one of. the 


most intellectual women on the stage at the present 
time; Billie Burke, certainly one of the most beautlfiil;

A friend of mine ,who has 
beautiful Titian locks which she has produced out'of a 
bottle" gave me the. following formula and method of 
applying It which was given her by a. famous hair spe- 
cialist in London: 


"Before applying henna It is absolutely necessary to 


shampoo and rinse the hair well, dry it, and apply per- 
oxide of hydrogen. 
If the hair is not 
sufficiently 


bleached a second general application Is necessary. This 
process is indispensable to insure the uniform color 
of the hair; if the Jocks are mixed with white hairs— 
for the henna gives, proportionate color to the whits 
and th« dark hair—the rejralt would be that the whita

hairs would be lighter than the dark and would detract 
from the desired effect. 


"If the hair Is perfectly white, a good shampoo only 


is sufficient. 
For blonde hair the strength of the perox- 


ide of hydrogen should be twelve to fourteen volumes; 
for brown hair, fourteen to sixteen, and for blacS hair 
twenty volumes. 
Its direct use shortens the timo it 


takes to bleach; ammonia should never be used with jfr 
the peroxide, unless the hair be thick and coarse. 


"If it Is desired to augment the action of the perox- , 


Ide it may be done by warming it in a bain marie: 
place the bottle containing the H2O2 in a receptacle 
containing hot water. Put the "peroxide in a glass or 
porcelain vessel, as a metallic vessel would decompose 
it. 
In applying the peroxide divide the hair In many 


sections and moisten it well Irom root to point 


"Then dry the hair well with the hair dryer, if pos- 


sible; the heat of the gas concentrating vthe evapora- 
tion has more effect. 
While the hair is drying prepare 


the henna for the shade which you desire to obtain. It 
is Important to study the character of the hair, for 
with one shade of henna you can obtain .several tints; a -^ 
fine and naturally curly hair takes the color more quickly 
than coarse tiair.

Inferior Shade Sometime;, Best. 


" For certain heads of hair an inferior shade of henna 


is best. For instance, to obtain a brown (chataln force) 
shade on fine hair, take -the brown or light brown henna. 
If you wish to obtain- a light shade upon coarse hair, It 
is necessary to take henna of a shade above the one you 
are about" to produce. It Is In all cases good to try the 
effect upon a small piece of hair first 


" Th'e preparation of henna in powder or paste is done 


in the bain marie (hot water bath). Take .the necessary 
quantity of henna—according to the length and thick- 
ness of the hair—and put it in tepid water—the prep- 
aration should be of the thickness of a thick chocolate 
•—and mix carefully so that no solid particles are left.. 
After this operation put your preparation In a hot wateiSL 
bath for fifteen minutes. 
This time Is necessary to'' • 


allov.- the different substances contained In the henna to 
mix well together. The heating In the hot water bath 
must be moderate, to avoid boiling of the henna, for 
the evaporation of' the product is too great and would . 
be harmful to the action of coloring. 


"The hentia so prepared is now applied witii a. flat 


brush, taking care to apply it well to the roots; pro- 
ceed by dividing the- hair In the same'-way as when 
applying the peroxide, and finish at the onds of the 
hair. When all the hair is well. Impregnated with the 
henna put a towel around the head, \olso a coating of 
canvas, to -concentrate the. heat upon the head. 
The 


duration of. the application for all.shades of henna i».^ 
twenty-five minutes, counting from the moment the-^ 
head Is enveloped. After this lapsfl of time rinse the 
hair with tepid water, to remove the paste from the 
hair; then -give It a good general shampoo, and. ac- 
cording to Judgment, wash the hair until completely 
clean;

Shampooing Brings Desired Results. 


"In cases where' a good deal of white hair exists 


it will be noticed that some of the white hairs have 
not taken; this should not be a source of anxiety before 
shampooing, as after that process the white hairs will 
be found to -be of the desired shade. 


"The action of the air also plays an Important part 


in hair coloring with henna, and often the real effect 
can only be Judged the following day, whether the hair 
has taken the right shade or not. The effect of the dye 
can -be- quickened by using the reagent of henna, which ^ 
.is to be applied to the hair after it is washed, just 
before it begins to get dry. 
The reagent not being a 


necessity, it should be used only in cases where It is ... 
found-to be necessary. 
.-"For light shades It Is often advisable to leave the 


• henna on the hair a few minutes only, especially when 
there are only a few white hairs in evidence and it Is 
intended to give only a tint to the hair. 
The duration 


of the application Is best judged by the operator her- 
.self; only practice in the use of the product upon a, 
piece of hair will Indicate this.' 


"Never apply henna to hair to which a dye having nb 


trate of silver, or any salt of murcury, or oxide of 5ee3, 
as its base has been previously applied. 
The results^ 


would be disappointing, and no guarantee 
of 
shade 


could be given; the same remsirks also hold good for 
hair that has been dyed with henna If metallic dy«o 
are to be,tued."

When L,ndy Godiva has passed through 
the ordeal and fulfilled her mission of 
love to those for whom sho was willing 
to sacrifice so much, she is overcome with 
a full realization of her husband's sever- 
ity and tyranny.

DICTATOR KT CONTROL. 


It may be significant that this first 
victory for the government - Is coinci- 
dent with the announcement 
that 
Yuan Shiri Kai has received the full 
powers of D. dictator. All the forces 
of the empire are under his command 
and the viceroys .of all the provinces 
are subject to his" orders/ His ap- 
pointment to such a powerful, post Is 
an indication of the straits Into which 
the Manchu g-oVernment found itself. 
Yuan Shih Kal, who is classed as the 
strongest man of his generation, is 
not in favor with the Imperial court, 
but In the present crisis he was the 
only available man for the task o£ 
putting down the rebellion. He has 
many friends among the anti-Man- 
chus and many believe that secretly 
he sympathizes with the revolution- 
ists. 


POWERS GUARD SHENG. 


Owing to the persistency of the rad- 
ical element in the' national' assembly 
in demanding the beheading of Sheng 
Hsuan Huai, former-minister .of com- 
munications, who was recently dis- 
missed In disgrace, it hs.s been de- 
cided to place a.guard at his disposal. 
This force, which will go to-Tien Tsln 
at - once, will be commanded *by an 
American officer and will consist o"f 
two soldiers from the American, Brit- I 


Ish, French, German and Japanese 
legation guards and will accompany 
Sheng wherever he goes. 
Canton has declined to contribute 
men or money to the government. 
The government has obtained a large 
loan from a French and Belgian syn- 
dicate. Tha issue price is 96 with 6 
'per cent Interest.- 
The recapture Of Pih Sien, a cltv 
in Sze Chuen province, -.by the gov- 
ernment forces is officially confirmed. 


IMPERIALS CONTROL RAILWAY. 


"WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The con- 
trol of the entire railroad line from 
Peking to Hankow by the imperial 
Chinese forces was reported to the 
Chinese legation here today .in cables 
from Peking.

— The dis- 
patches telling of a government vic- 
tory at Hankow are received hers 
even in official clroJes, with incred- 
ulity. The situation around Shanghai 
and along- 
the 
lower -part of the 
Yangtse river continues desperate for 
the government. There are persistent 
reports ithat Chia.ng Kiang- Is about to 
fall into rebel h'ands. This is about 
'150 miles above Shang-hal, and Is re- 
garded here as the keystone of Shang- 
hai's defense. 
If Chiang- Kiang falls 
it-is conceded that all the forts below 
here, as far as Wu Sun§r, will quickly 
follow. Wu Suns, .which is ten miles 
above Shanghai, marks this city's last 
defense. 


The wealthy city of Suchow, west 
of Shanghai, is also threatened, whiX 
above Chiang Klang three important 
cities—Nanking, Yangchow and Wu- 
hu—are believed to be in danger. Ail 
of these places reported today that 
while the situation was quiet on the 
surface there is open sympathy for 
the, rebel,"cause and probably little 
effective resistance wxmld be offered 
to the attack when, it cornea. 
The report that Canton, had fallen 
into the hands of the revolutionists 
proves erroneous, but there is much 
uneasiness. The city has declined to 
contribute men °r money to suppori 
the government.

The proposed novel airship to be con- 


structed by B. W. Hartman and C. K. 
Forner of this city has attracted consid- 
erable attention on. the part of those in- 
terested in aviation. 
The designers of 
this unique aerial craft have their plans 
completed and the work of actual con- 
struction will soon be in hand. 


The ship, when completed. Is described 
by the Inventors as follows: 


Dimensions, 90 feet in length, 15 feet 
btam, and total height of 20 feet 6 inches. 
Passenger 
deck 
will 
have 
9-foot 
celling. 


Engine-room will have 7-foot 6-lnch 


ceiling and will be 64 feet long and 10 
feet wide. 


The machinery required for the opera- 
tion of the ship will be a~iBO horsepower 
gas engine, which will propel the ship 
and run the electric generator and fur- 
nish electric current to Operate the gyro- 
scope, also the air compressor and at- 
mospheric inflatpr. 


Tho propelling force for the operation 


or three propellers will be run from a 
direct shaft from the gas engine with 
differential gearing and speed regulator. 
Tho pilot-house for the operator will be 


in the front part of the engine_room. The 
entire ship will be directed and operated 
by one man from the pilot-house. 
The passenger' deck will have in the 


front section a storage and 
baggage-, 
room. 


MAIN SALOON. 


The next compartment will be the main 


saloon, then the sleeping .quarters; next 
will come the dining-room' and following 
this will be the kitchen. 


These compartments - will hava a ca- 


pacity of twenty passengers. 


Approximate weight of . ship will be 


SOOO pounds and will have a capacity for 
carrying 8000 pounds, or a total of 16,000 
pounds. 


Compartments for the storage of Wal- 


haeon gas—There will be. one compart-

With the new described gas which will 


bo used the ship will have a.lifting ca- 
pacity of eleven tons on the.basis of 22,- 
000 cubic feet. The wonderful feature-of 
this new gas, which Hartman & Forner 
will create, will enable -them to 
raise 


straight in the atmosphere to almost any 
desired altitude without the movement 
of the propeller. The machinery will be 
in operation manufacturing this gas as 
they rise, and will be .cut off when the 
desired altitude is reached, .and wlll.'.hola 
a- certain amount of pressure automatic- 
ally. When they wish to lower 'tho nec- 
essary quantities of gas to. lower ..them 
gradually into the heavier atmosphere 
will be released. 


When In the air, all that will be nec- 


essary is to start the propellers, and 
the designers believe the three.large pro- 
pellers will propel tho ship at, the. rate 
of 80 or 90 miles an hour, as they ;do 'not' 
have to titillze any power-Of.the pf.opell- 
ers to hold the ship in the. air. There- 
fore all the propelllc power 'will'-be "di-. 
rected'to the moving of the ship .through 
tho air.' The. aeroplane'requires 95 per/ 
cent of this power to hold it in the ;air," 
and only 5 per cent Is used for propellic 
force. 


The designers call attention to Well- 


man who, when he attempted to cross 
the Atlantic, and reached different at- 
mospheric conditions than that of New 
York, was absolutely unable to control 
his ship, and was forced to give up his 
attempt.

USE ELEMENTS. 


"The advantage we will have when we 


strike such conditions," said Hartman, 
"is that we simply use the elements as 
they are found in any altitude or lati- 
tude. In 1S90 the best gas known then 
to science required 3V4 cubic yards to 
lift one pound. 
About 1S96 a gas was. 


discovered which would lift one pound! 
with two cubic yards. 
About 1904 an- 


other gas was discovered which required

"We are going, at this proposition as 


fast as possible," and will construct a 
small ship just as soon as we can build, 
a small plant; 


"We will also require extensive labora- 


tories 
and 
especially constructed ma- 


chinery, as we propose to build a ship 
completely o£ metal; the only wood in the 
ship .will bo the floors. 


"We are now endeavoring to. locate 


somewhere on the Alameda marsh near 
the race track, where we will hava a 
clear,' open space for our trials and ex- 
periments. 
The discovery of our new 


gas is the fruits of the past five years' 
experiments and researches. 
We .made 


our discoveries about «a year ago, but 
have been working it down to 
finer 


points, and studying 
tha 
methods by 


which we could make practical use of it, 
which have been solved."

Strange Craft Visits New York 


Harbor With a Crew 


of Ninety Men. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28. — An extra- 


ordinary craft equipped with elaborates - 
machinery for extracting fish oils, visited 
New York harbor last week. The floating 
fish factory moves up and down the At- 
lantic coast following the flsh and turning 
them into oil as she goes. She carries 
a crew of ninety men. The plant will care 
for 10,000 barrels of fish In a day. Thera 
are tanks aboard to hold 750,000 gallons 
of flsh oil. 
The- 
floating 
factory 
Is 


equipped with wireless telegraphy to keep 
In touch with business on shore and .en- 
able her to be on hand when the flsh ar8 
ready. 


Her machinery consists of great stearri 


'cooking vats, electrical 
conveyors 
for 


scooping the fish out of the holds of tha 
the fishing steamer, and traveling belts 
for carrying them on board. Some 10.000 
barrels-of fish will be taken on board in 
New York waters. 
No part of the fish 


goes-to waste. The flsh are reduced to a 
hnsh. then pumice and then oil.

Hearst Saw Humor of It 


The return of William. Randolph Hearst to the 


National Democracy, ;with the consequent ab'andon- 


ment of the Independence League, recalls 'how some 
two years ago an unfriendly editor in Southern Cali- 
fornia wrote a pointed editorial brevity in 'Ms paper 
about the league. A friend of/Hearst's, knowing his 
strong sense of humor, mailed a marked copy of the.

The Trusts Musf Go. 


- The attorneys general of Virginia and North Carolina "have 


(protested against the. proposed plan of reorganization of the 
iTobacco Trust. They assert that the dissolution in obedience to the 
.brder' of the United States will be -a farce, if the concern is per- 
mitted to reorganize in the manner proposed. They say the trust 


Us preparing to modify its methods, only to continue the. practices 
jwhidi the court has declared to be unlawful. 


- "The plan turns loose nci asset and no agency," the attorneys 


general set forth, ."by which the American Tobacco Company now 
'maintains its absolute domination over the tobacco trade. Its ava- 
rice for power and its utter unwillingness to loosen its grip on the 
tobacco business is strikingly illustrated in jts refusal to give up 
lone of the least of its subsidiaries, R. P. Richardson Jr. & Co., In- 
icorporated, although that company has petitioned to be allowed'to 
do an independent business." 


" Very likely this is all true. In all probability the trust man- 


agers are scheming to work out some plan which will enable them 
•to evade legal penalties without surrendering the advantages they 
{have gained by violating the anti-trust law. Among those ad- 
[vantages is a vast amount of watered capital on which they are 
•receiving dividends. A strict compliance with the law in spirit and 
[letter will eliminate this fictitious capital and the dividends based 
[upon it. Hence, the effort to conserve a vicious system by a color- 
able compliance with the law that will permit the continuance ,of 
•an extortionate monopoly. Chicane is being employed to defeat the 
;purpose of the law. 


It is not strange that attempts should be mad? to retrieve the 


•disaster that has befallen the trust system. Human selfishness is 
iprone to cling to every advantage to the last extremity. But the 
'attempts to defeat the purpose of the anti-trust law by circumlocu- 
tion and evasion will fail, and they ought to fail. If the trust mag- 
inates were wise they would accept the situation with as good a face 
jas they can put on and comply with the law in good faith. If they 
'do not, so much the worse for them. It is abuses, not forms, that 
ipublic sentiment is aroused against. 
Still more drastic laws will 


'be enacted if the evils of trust operation cannot be abated under 
the present law. The people are in no mood to stand evasion and 
trickery, and it is quite evident that the administration is deter- 
imined to compel obedience to the law. Artificial monopolies created 
iby trust organizations will no longer be tolerated, and the sooner 
'that fact is recognized the better it will be for those interested in 
trust monopolies. 


• It is idle for the trust magnates to complain of a condition they 


have brought on themselves. With the sky full "of portents of. a 
coming storm, they have crowded on all sail atjd pushed their, unjust 
advantages to the last extremity. They defied the lightning of 
popular indignation. They laughed'at the law and the rising" clamor 
of'public complaint. They destroyed competition by the tyrannous 
aise of capital or suppressed it by combination forbidden by law. 
.They built up a vast, unsubstantial financial fabric in reckless dis- 
regard of the mandates of the law, and now they whiningly 
complain that the officers of the government are attacking capi- 
tal a n d industry.

• But it will do them no good. They will 'have to obey the law. 


They will have to put their houses in order or suffer the conse- 
quences. The movement to 'break up the combinations in restraint 
of trade has gained too strong a headway to be arrested. The people 
cannot be cheated any longer by subterfuges and subtle pretenses. 
It is the system they are after, and the system cannot be preserved 
by legal artifice and ledgerdemain. Attempts to preserve it will 
only add flame to the popular wrath and the "penalties .exacted in 
expiation.

William J. Burns talked rather freely in an address he recently 


delivered to the Politics Club of Columbia University, according to 
the report of the New York Sun. Among other things, he said: 
"The word of a detective is never taken," he affirmed. "You will 
hear of cases where detectives have actually played into-the hands of 
thieves. As a rule, you will find that detectives, are the.biggest lot 
of blackmailing men in the world." Mr. Burns claimed to" be an ex- 
ception, however. . He said he.had never double-crossed'.anybody or 
made "a plant"-to involve any other person. In short, he'..lauded 
himself while denouncing his profession. He represented himself to 
be an exceptionally honest man engaged in an exceptionally crooked 
business. But if Mr. Burns were as crooked as lie "represented other 
detectives to be, would he be likely to .say so in a public speech? 


Reciprocity and the Coffee Duty- 


In the course of an argument against the principle of reciprocity, 


the American Economist uses an exceptional case for an example in 
point with small regard for the bearing it has on theT'question in con- 
troversy. It says: 


"Immediately after we removed the duty'on coffee Brazil im- 


posed export charges equal to the duty that .had been taken off, so 
that we got no return whatever. Last year we imported $108yl54,491 
from Brazil and sold to her in return $22,897,890. That is the k'ind 
of trade we have been carrying on with that-country for a great many 
years.. Congress could easily improve that state of affairs, but .has 
never done so. Everything the United States sends to Brazil is taxed 
tO(the extreme. There are so many naxes, state and otherwise, im- 
poscd that it is difficult to tell how much any article/has to pay before 
it can reach a consumer. The same condition of affairs exists with 
some other countries."

And this is offered from a protection standpoint as an argument 


against reciprocity. It is not an argument in favor of protection, but 
is an argument, when examined closely, in favor of reciprocity. More 
than anything else it shows that the Brazilian go'verhment is taxing 
the productive energies''of the- Brazilian people to obtain more 
revenue.

When the duty on coffee was remitted, Hawaii, Porto Rico and, 


the Philippines had not come under the American flag; there was no 
coffee-producing territory within the borders-of the United States, 
and the tariff on coffee was not even remotely protective, since no 
part of our national domain was adapted to coffee culture. The duty 
on coffee was for revenue purposes alone, and it,was'remitted for 
tile same reason that' the abolition of the internal revenue was 
urged—to give force to the argument for the retention '• of all pro- 
tective duties. 


• If Brazil were to cease collecting the. tax on coffee tomorrow, 


the price of coffe.e would not be lowered in the United States.,- The 
export tax is paid by the producer, not the foreign consumer.

has no effect on the price of- coffee in other countries. 


An analogy would be furnished if the United States * govern- 


ment should levy an export tax on cotton. The constitution forbids 
the collection of'.such a tax, but if the government couldand should 
levy such a tax, it would, not' affect the cost of cotton to:the foreign

at the very time when tha United States 
Is Just establishing its first postal sav- 
ings banks—tho flrst was opened this 
year—the United Kingdom is celebrating 
the fiftieth, anniversary of its foundation 
of a similar system.

tember 16, 1S61, that the postofnos sav- 
ings banks of tha 
British government 


came into existence, at a time when this 
country was eo much occupied with other 
affairs that It had little attention to da- 
vote to Mint interesting experiment.

j One of trie most' dangerous -automobile 
'trips on record was recently successfully 
{made by a party of Spokane motorists 
:who rode from that city to Seattle in a 
^Warren touring car. A letter just re- 
jcelred "by the .Matheaon Sales Co. of this 
.city from one of the,party tells la a vivid 
bnanner of tho risks encountered. It fol- 
low*: 


Against the advice of all those familiar 


with our intention to cross the almost Im- 
possible Snoirualmie Paaa and the treacTi- 
prous grades of the Wenatchee Mount- 
ains, J. A. Stoner, ocf tha Edward Zane 
jOo., Spokane, "Wash., W. Bayless. local 
manager of the Flak ^Tire Co., Seattle, 
and the writer, started Thursday morn- 
2ns:, the 12th, at 10:30 aX m., to drive a 
[Warren "30" from Seattle to Spokane. 
I This trip is one seldom, undertaken, even 
.by tho bravest of the auto , enthusiasts, 
land is just a little too' severe;' for the 
'agent seeking notoriety. 
, For 41 miles the road is slmo0tka bon- 
ilovard, taking: one to the small town of 
{North Bend, whore we- had lunch and put 
;in a fresh supply of gasoline, preparing 
to enter the mountains at that" point.

AUTO A SCARCITY HERE. 


I As It is unusual to see an auto headed 
Seast from this little t&vfn, we naturally 
(attracted the attention of the populace. 
[We did not then understand the little , 
femile and thxs knowing; look of our quo-B- 
it loners, but later decided that they wero , 
fmaking a mental wager that before many 
Sours hafi passed some Milwaukee freight 
jcar would be traveling west with, the re- 
jmalns of our little Warren tagged for 
isomo repair or iunk shop. 
j leaving North Bend shortly after lunch. 
(the roads became rapidly worse, and the 
[timber so dense and growing so close to 
ithe road that we found it necessary to 
jput down the top in order to get through 
fit all. Grouae grade is the first hard pull 
after leaving North Bend, and is about 
ithreo miles distant. The grade of 25 per 
'cent is not 30 hard In Itself if it were not 
{that its roadway is 
soft

fwent ou to flnd our real troubles In deep 
fcoles, high centers, immense boulders and 
parge roots all in our pathway.

Jen from their own weight, covering the 
ground like a pile of gigantic Jack-straws, 


Going at the rate of one mile an hour 


fw» built roads over the high places by 
;£lling-;in with more- rocks, or using tho 
•branches and limbs of trees. As those 
troubles usually confronted us on a steop 
aip-grado, one cannot well Imagine .the 
jtorrifijj' strain on the car In general, and 
tbe amount of power necessary to force 
U machine over a large rock pile going up 
8, 20 per cent grade. 
; Darkness found us still lighting our way 
(through tho forest, 
where 
the dense 


[growth and high tress cheated us of 
what little ray of light there might have 
(been from a clear sky and a bright mboon. 
\ft -was necessary for us to leave pur car 
lowing* to darkness and the fact that we 
(had encountered on a very steep up- 
jgrado,.. two largo boulders directly In tha 
path of our wheels, and so deeply imbed- 
ded that we could make no impression 
fwith 'the crowbars.

Aiter some e£-- 
itort wo got a reyponso to our calls &nd 
Were Jjratlflefl to see an elderly-gentleman 
jappear at tho door clad in .his night 
clothes.- Upon hearing of our needfl .he" at 
onco clothed himself, built a flra in onei, of 
Siis clean and comfortable 'cabins/ and 
an ado us thoroughly at home "Whl!o he hur- 
(ried to pret us a coJd and greatly appre- 
itjiated' lunch. 
"We later found that. we

ours.1 Wore I the author of Dante's In- 


jferno-'T could better describe tho .roads as 
{we foTind thorn under thosts conditions; 
but Kfr. Beard did n&t do their unfit con- 
oitlon justice. 
This is probably due to 


the fact tfcatvhe personally had not-oeen 
over them, and it is beyond the imagina- 
tion of most men to picture, their rough"-. 
ness. The one thing that wo had to be 
thankful for was the perfect working of 
our "Warren oar. It never ;faiter,ad when 
extra, power: and. affort were needed. 


"We lost;much time In cutting into a 


large tree' that' liad fallen across our 
path. 
However, this Is a. .setback: that 


every traveler must u^ure on If-he would 
venture through the Shoqualmis Pass. 
Darkness again overtook us and found 


us on a very steep, rocky grade with 
more large boulders directly in front of 
our wheels, and the.rain coming down in 
torrents. 
Again we ;.went In search of 


shelter, leaving our ".Warren friend to 
face the elements alone. We had no "fear 
of travelers trying to pas!? Vhere we had 
the road blocked, as no.one would Ven- 
ture through that junglo at night even 
With a horse." 


We had no,idea of.the distance to the 


summit, -but -with the help of our small 
lamp -wo stumbled. on too tired to head 
tho deep mudholes or the slippery rocks- 
until what seemed to bo hours afterward, 
we came upon the little town of Laoonia, 
the summit'of the SnOQualmIe7 Pass; tired, 
wet and covered with mud we were again 
taken in, this time by J.,P. Holden, the 
proprietor of the Summit inn. 


BUILT A NEW ROAD. 


The following' morning we. again went 


back,: built our road and ffo the car to 
the tracks of the C. M. & St. P. E.'H., 
which crosses the Summit at this point. 
It was out of -the question for us to fol- 
low the wagon road at this point, so after 
placing a man at each curve on the rail- 
road we had an effective block, system, 
and run our .car over the ties Into La- 
'conia, in several places crossing high.

ence in Making Rescues 


at Sea. 


HOUSTON. Texas, Oct. 28. — Strangle 
holds are . barred with the . professional 
life1 saver and to creak, it he beats his 
opponent, into .unconsciousness, .according 
to Nick Starvo, a lite .'sa-ver 'of Houston, 
who; ^spends his summers on the beach. 
The first thing a drowning bather will 
do when approached by a rescuer IB to 
•throw his arms around the neck of the' 
rescuer and tighten them" to a strangle 
hold. 
To ward off this attack the rescuer al- 
ways raps the drowning person sharply on 
the back of .the neck with the edge of the 
hand which renders him unconscious and 
limp and can be easily handled. 
Starve is one of the four '-life savers 


•who are constantly on .guard .along the 
beach. 
All are constantly attired 
in 


bathing suits, while they take turn about. 
In being on the look out. 
When the cry 


for help rings out the four leap into the 
water and swim toward tha 
drowning 
person. 


Women put up the worst fight, accord- 


lug to -Starvo. 
He possesses a scar on 
his shoulder where.a woman burled her 
finger nails before she • was rendered un- 
conscious by a rap on ;the. back of the 
neck 
Another trouble," with 
women, 


according to •'Starvo, is when they once 
get their heads' down *they can not rlglit 
themselves, 


''When a woman gets - her -feet out, of 
the water her head goes down and she 
cannot right herself," said Starvo, "I've 
seen women, hanging onto 
the ropes 
with their'heads under the-water." 


SWALLOW-TONGUES. 


Another peculiarity .'of ' the 
drowning 


person,-says -Starve, Is' that they all swal- 
low, their tongues.-,.-The', first thing, to 
do after rendering,them"unconscious, un- 
•less the waves already have done this, 
is to get hold of tho tongue and pull it' 
out of the throat. "Hold,the tongue out 
of. the throat and then .press- firmly on 
the ribs and the water streams out," are- 
Stano's directions. 


"Sometimes," he said, "It is necessary 


to. run a safety pin :through- the front 
of the tongue and let the pin fall back 
on the teeth. 
That prevents the victim 


from again swallowing the-'tongue;"

person.

tom, he says, and remain'there for nine"' 
days on the average.

of the principal articles Imported at the 
present time compared with those of cor- 
responding periods in earlier years Indi- 
cates, in some degree at. least, the fluc- 
tuation In prices in the countries from 
which these-articles are imported. 


This comparison of prices Is rendered 


practicable by reason of the fact that the. 
bureau of statistics publishes in its -sum- 
mary of commerce and finance a table 
showing the 
monthly average .-Import 
prices of tho principal articles brought. 
Into the country, and states at the head 
of the table that "the value of the .goods 
represents their value, in the foreign mar- 
kets."
